Professionalism 

No great organisation 
is built up without teeth- 
ing troubles. One of the 
early snags, during 1886, 
concerned payments to 


The outcome was the in- 
troduction of profession- 
alism and the registration 
of all players. 

Another milestone 
came two years later, 
when a number of clubs 
complained that it was 
becoming increasingly 
difficult to arrange 
friendly fixtures. Out of 
this problem came the 
proposal for a definite 
fixture list to be drawn 
up by the Association for 
the convenience of the 
12 leading professional 
clubs. 

This resulted in the 
formation, in 1888, of 
the Football League. Its 
first members were 
Preston 
‘Aston Ville, 
hampton Wanderers, 
Blackburn Rovers, 
Bolton Wanderers, West 
Bromwich Albion, Ac- 
crington Stanley, Ever- 
ton, Burnley, Derby 
County, Notts County 
and Stoke. Each club was 
represented on the man- 
agement committee, but 
now there was an execu- 
tive body within another 
executive body. The F.A. 
had broadened its struc- 
ture, but these changes 
meant that the strong 
amateur 
which it had started had 
virtually disappeared. Or- 
ganised professional foot- 
ball was rapidly gaining 
ground. 


A Limited Company 

The registration of the 
F.A. as the Football As- 
sociation Ltd, came as a 
sequel to the Ibrox Park 
disaster in 1902. During 
an International match 
between Scotland and 
England, 20 people were 
killed when a stand col- 
lapsed. This showed the 
need for protection of 
the F.A. and the clubs 
against risks of this sort. 
The solution was the 
formation of the limited 
company. The Associ- 
ation has since grown 
from strength to 
strength. In conjunction 
with its twin body, the 
Football League, the 
F.A. has undoubtedly 
been accepted as the 
premier organisation, set- 
ting the pattern for ALL 
similar bodies through- 
out the world. We can be 
proud of the spadework 
of those hardworking 
pioneers and their succes- 
sors. Throughout the 
years, they have built up 
a sport which has won 
the greatest popular fol- 
lowing in the world.

All who know Joe McHugh, know him as a quietly. 
spoken, dignified man, who causes one to recall a 
gentler era when courtesy and consideration for 
others had higher value than they appear to have in 


this age of permissiveness. 

On the other side, Mr 
McHugh has firm ideas 
on many subjects, not 
least of these being Soc- 
cer. 

He was born in that 
Soccer mad Lancashire 
city of Manchester, in 
the suburb of Longsight 
and attended Moss Side 
School. 

He played a little Soc- 
cer in those days, but 
playing fields were few 
and far between and he 
took to cycling. He be- 
came a member of the 
Manchester Wheelers and 
raced in local events, but 
he loved travelling 
around and spent a lot of 
time travelling all over 
the British Isles on two 
wheels. He travelled 
thousands of miles in 
England, Wales, Scotland 
and Ireland. 

Being a Mancunian, he 


‘naturally followed Soc- 


cer and visited Maine 
Road as often as pos- 
sible. He has been a life 
long supporter of Man- 
chester City. 


AUXILIARY 
FIRE SERVICE 


When the war came in 
1939, Joe joined. the 
Auxiliary Fire Service 
and had many experi- 
ences which must have 
been filled with horror 
and tragedy.

In 1941, he joined the 
airforce as an instrument 
maker, spending the next 
five years in uniform.

STAN CULLIS won’t accept that he was a genuine 
hard man but some of us in Australia remember him 
that way. Comfortable was not how you felt in Cullis’ 
presence when the issue. was controversial~ or if 
friction had brought him to the boil. 


Players will tell you 
they were more inclined 
to fidget and shuffle and 


‘wish they were some- 


where else. It was easy to 
believe that Cullis was as 
unyielding as the Wolves 
players made him out to 
be a 


The estimate is im- 
portant right now be- 
eause he remains the 
most obvious symbol of 
a system that can no 
longer work in English 
soccer. 

Few managers have 
tried to rule as firmly as 
Stan Cullis did at Mol- 
ineux in the ’50s. The 
trouble is that most of 
them are now discovering 
that they cannot rule at 
all. 

Brian Clough’s dra- 
matic departure from 
Leeds United is not only 
proof of that but of the 


remarkable strength rest- . 


ing with the players.

“TI suppose I should 
have resigned on the 
spot. But: what could I 
do? I’ve got a family to 
support and I would 
probably run into a sim- 
ilar problem elsewhere. 

“You stick it out be- 
cause it is a living. I 
suppose when you have 
been in it as long as Bill 
Nicholson has you get 
sick enough to get out.” 

Cullis points out that 
you can’t double a man’s 
standards by paying him 
more money. He remains 
the same person with the 
same faults. You don’t 
really get any more out 
of him. 

But he recognises too 
that managers no longer 
operate with strength. 

In a scandalous age of 
restricted wages, Cullis 
could appeal first to a 
player’s instincts. If that 
failed, he could take a 
more vigorous and fright- 
ening line. It was to his 
credit that he was always 
fair. 

Sir Alf Ramsey en 
manager of England, 
once said: “I suppose I’m 
the only manager with 
real power. If I drop 
someone from the Eng- 
land team he won’t be on 
my doorstep in the 
morning to have it out 
with me.” 

Recognising the prob- 
lem that now exists, 
Ramsey might well de- 
cide never to go back to 
football. 

Those who take the 
job on must live with its 
escalating uncertainty. 
Players become more in- 
dependent with each sea- 
son and fewer and fewer 


clubs are ready to resist — 


their demands.
